RED SLAUGHTER OF POLAND SUMMARIZED 


T 
Russian Bolsheviki attacks apparently have 


broken, the Polish lines near the East Prussian fron- 
tier and Soviet cavalry patrols have swept forward 
in a great encircling movement north of Warsaw, 
to the center of the Polish front the Soviet armies 
also seem to haveNbrn a great gap in the defense of 
Warsaw. 


Przasnysz, a city 41 miles north of Warsaw has 


been occupied by the advance guard of the Bol<-'!0- 
vik horde, which has passed on and is reported to 
bfc Approaching Mlawa, to the west, and Ciechanow 
to the southwest. The loss of Przasynsz is admit- 


ted in an official statement issued in Warsaw, -ml 
it would seem that the Soviet horsemen are advanc- 
ing almost without serious opposition. 


On Friday the Bolsheviki were reported fighting 


the Poles near Myszniec near the East Prussian bor- 
der. When they broke thru is not known, bufit ap- 
pears they have gained at l<*ast ten miles in the last 
three days. Polish, troops have been entrenching 
their lines east of IMlawa which is situated on the 
railroad line running from Warsaw to Danzig. 
It. 


is believed they will make a desperate effort to pre- 
vent the capture of this city by soviet armies. 


Coincident with the Kolshevik advances on tho 


north, the Polish lines from south of Ostrov to \\esf, 
of JJrest-Litovsk have btvn forced back. Soviet 
troops have fort-eel their way into Sokolow and arc 
reported to be fighting east, of tfiedU-e. The Bol- 
sheviki are also said to have token Pivzacac, west o[ 
Brest-Litovsk.' in his region they are said to have 
control of the road leading westward from Brost- 
Litovs-k to Biala. 


Further south there has been serious fighting 


and important successes nro claimed by the Bolshe- 
viki.

MISSOURI PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION 


ON 


THE "READINESSTO-SERVE" CHARGE PRINCIPLE, 


In the Sedalia gas rate case the Missouri Public Service Commissic:i 


approved the readiness-to-serve charge principle as follows: 


'•In fixing the form of rate schedule, we have approved tho Com- 


pany's suggestion of a service charge in lieu of the nio-j common 
minimum charge. We believe that it is the more equiiable in that it 
more nearly assigns to each consumer the costs ach::illy incurred by 
that consumer. !f a consiimer is living in a house adjacent to a street 
containing a gas main, he costs the company nothing until he becomes 
a consumer. As soon, however, as he elects to use gas the company 
is put to an additional expense ,regardless of whether the consumer 
uses any gas. A meter is installed. 
It is read every month, the bills 


are made out, collections are made, the meter and service pipe are kept 
in repa'u, in addition to the interest and depreciation of these items. 
There are also some gratuitous services and inspections for which no 
charges are made. 
While we have not computed the exact costs of 


this personal service in this case, the items are well known generally 
and have been estimated by the company at 50c per meter. This is 
not excessive. 


"The minimum charge is more general and perhaps better under- 


stood at the present time. It is more discriminatory, since each cus- 
tomer may use gas to the value of 50 cents, and may be charged only 
that amount in the monthly bill, whereas he has not only used 50 cents 
worth of gas, but he has incurred customer costs, which we might call 
personal costs, to the amount of another 50 cents. This is unfair to 
other consumers who must make up the other costs. 


"Objections to the service charge are usually based on a misunder- 


standing as to the purpose thereof. 
Consumers will argue that no 


other line of business attempts to maintain such a charge. 
In other 


lines of business this charge is not practical and is not applied for that 
reason. The fundamental fact is that in other lines a merchant can 
' refuse to deal with an unprofitable customer or make up the loss 
from other sales. Public Utilities, however, must treat all alike. They 
must furnish service to all persons who will comply with reasonable 
rules, and in order that some consumers may not be burdened with 
the costs incurred by the more profitable these unprotitable consumers 
should at least pay the expenses actually incurred by serving them. 
The service charge approaches this much more nearly than the mini- 
mum charge.
